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1. In the specification, pages 1 and 2 , the applicant is requested to provide the information 
regarding the serial no., title, inventor, filing date and update the status fi'om time to time for the 
listed related co-pending appHcation. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 3, it is unclear as to what "a transport stream acquisition routine" is 
referring to and what is intended to be the claim limitation of such routine. 

In claim 14, line 2 and claim 15, line 1, each term of "the fi-amer" lacks antecedent basis. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by ANDERSON et 
al. in U.S. Patent No. 6,181,706 or JONG in U.S. Patent No. 6,269,107. 

By broadly interpreting all parameters within the header of the transport packet stream as 
the claimed set of transport characteristics, ANDERSON et al. discloses a method for 
synchronizing to a transport packet stream at the receiver, utilizing the set of transport 
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characteristics and registers (see col. 3, line 41 to col. 5, line 67, col. 8, line 3 to col. 10, line 9) 
as in claims 1-20. 

Similarly, by broadly interpreting all parameters within the header of the transport packet 
stream as the claimed set of transport characteristics, JONG also discloses a method for 
synchronizing to a transport packet stream at the receiver, utilizing the set of transport 
characteristics and registers (see col. 3, lines 1 1-25, col. 3, line 58 to col. 5, line 42) as in claims 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to apphcant's 
disclosure. 

Lyons et al., Chen et al., Anderson et al. '507, Movshovich et al. '146 & '145 are all cited 
to show the common feature of transport demultiplexer for MPEG compliant transport packet 
stream utilizing header for synchronization similar to the claimed invention.
